On Tuesday, August 11, 2009, at approximately 0730 hours, Deputies Monica 
Kennedy and Javier Cruz (Unit 283) received a call of a possible trespass in progress, 


Tag 38. The call stated that a Hispanic male was seen attempting to enter via the rear 
of a vacant residence located a

The deputies responded to the location and detained a male, later identified as 
Suspect Miguel Rodriguez. The deputies conducted a pat down search of the suspect 
and began to escort him to their patrol unit. The suspect suddenly broke free of 
Deputy Kennedy’s grasp and began running north on Dwight Avenue. 


The deputies notified assisting units that the suspect had run from them. Several 
assisting units and an Aero Bureau helicopter (Air 7) began to respond. Suspect 
Rodriguez began traveling east, running through yards and on the roofs of several 
residences. Suspect Rodriguez approached the residence located at 

land forced his way into the home via the locked side door. The 
deputies were advised by the home owner that the suspect was inside their home, with 
their two-year-old fee se

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The deputies made entry into the location, and Suspect Rodriguez exited the home. 
Suspect Rodriguez began running in a southeast direction, through yards and on roof 
tops. The Aero unit observed the suspect, and began assisting the deputies in order 
to contain the area, and capture the suspect. 


Suspect Rodriguez entered a home located in the rear yard a) 


There were three M sicc the home when the suspect forced his way in. 
Deputies knocked on the front door of the home, and entered. As the deputies 
entered the home, Suspect Rodriguez exited through the kitchen window. Suspect 
Rodriguez began running west towards Dwight Avenue.

Suspect Rodriguez entered the rear yard of the residence located ath on Dwight 
Avenue. As he attempted to exit the yard, he was confronted by Deputy Seth Belville. 
Deputy Belville ordered the suspect to get down on the ground, but the suspect 
refused. Suspect Rodriguez took a combative stance and attempted to strike Deputy 
Belville. 


Deputy Belville took hold of the suspect and took him down to the ground. Suspect 
Rodriguez began to struggle and swing his fists at Deputy Belville. Defending himself, 
Deputy Belville struck the suspect several times with his fists. Several deputies 
responded and assisted Deputy Belville. 


Suspect Rodriguez continued to struggle and resist the deputies’ efforts to take him 
into custody. The deputies utilized personal weapons and a TASER in order to finally 
subdue Suspect Rodriguez. Due to Suspect Rodriguez’ kicking, a Hobble Restraint 
was also utilized by — Suspect Rodriguez was taken into 
custody without further incident.

Deputy Kennedy authored an Incident Report (Exhibit A), and the assisting deputies 
wrote Supplemental Reports (Exhibit B). Compton Field Sergeant Michael Octave 
authored an Office Correspondence addressed to Captain Diane Walker, detailing the 
incident and his actions (Exhibit B).

agreed to speak him without representation. Detective ummarized the interviews 
on a Supplemental Report.

The deputies summoned for paramedics and they arrived and treated the suspect’s 
injuries. Suspect Rodriguez was subsequently transported to Coast Plaza Hospital in 
Norwalk, where it was determined that he had sustained a fractured cheek bone 
(Zygomatic Arch). 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rod Kusch was notified, and he and Sergeants 
Carlos Flores and Eric Strong responded to Compton Station to conduct an 
administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

Seth Belville fs interviewed on September 14, 2009, at 1010 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Eric Strong. Deputy Belville was 
represented by Attorney Mitch Kander of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee. The 
interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Belville said he authored a Supplemental Report documenting the event and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident. 


Deputy Belville said that while on a containment position, he saw the suspect walking 
south along the rear fence OO He said the suspect jumped 


into the rear yard of North t Avenue. Deputy Belville said he entered the 
rear yard of and climbed over the fence and into the rear 
yard of North Dwight Avenue. 


Deputy Belville said he confronted the suspect and ordered him down to the ground. 
He said the suspect refused to comply, and instead attempted to strike him with his 
right fist. Deputy Belville said he took the suspect down to the ground, at which point 
the suspect began to swing his fists. Deputy Belville said he struck the suspect several 
times on the face and upper torso, utilizing his fists. 


Deputy Belville said he was assisted by several other deputies, who utilized personal 
weapons and a TASER in order to subdue to suspect. He said the suspect was finally 
taken into custody without further incident. Deputy Belville said he saw the suspect 
bleeding prior to having physical contact with him. He said the suspect might have 
sustained the facial fracture while jumping from rooftops. Deputy Belville said it was 
also possible that his, and the other deputies’ force caused the injury.

Deputy TE was interviewed on September 16, 2009, at 1044 
hours, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Eric Strong.

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Deputy EE said he authored a Supplemental Report documenting the event and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident. 


Deput HE sain that while on containment, he saw the suspect jump into the yard 
oliin orn Dwight Avenue. He said he ran to that location and saw the suspect 
involved in a physical confrontation with several deputies. He said he heard the 
deputies shouting commands to the suspect to stop fighting, but the suspect would not 
comply. 


Deputy said he approached and advised the deputies that he had a TASER, 
and that he was going to deploy it on the suspect. He said he removed the cartridge 
and initiated a “drive stun” on the suspect. He said the TASER was ineffective, as the 
suspect continued to struggle. 


Deputy EE -2< that deputies were finally able to take the suspect into custody, 
without further incident. He said that the suspect's facial fracture could have been 
caused when he was running and “jumping over things.” Deputy EE saia that 
during the incident he saw Deputy Gonzalez and Deputy Belville punch the suspect, 
which could have also caused the injury.

Deputy Gonzalez said he authored a Supplemental Report documenting the event and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident. 


Deputy Gonzalez said that he was on a containment position, when he saw the 
suspect enter the yard of Both Dwight Avenue. He said the suspect was then 
confronted by Deputy Belville. Deputy Gonzalez said he saw the suspect take a 
combative stance and attempt to strike Deputy Belville with his fist. He said Deputy 
Belville took the suspect down to the ground, and the suspect began to fight. 


Deputy Gonzalez said he saw Deputy Belville strike the suspect on his face and upper 
torso several times with his fists. He said the suspect continued to fight. Deputy 
Gonzalez said he approached and also struck the suspect several times on his face 
and upper torso with his fists. He said the suspect continued to swing his fists and kick 
his legs. 
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Deputy Gonzalez said he heard Deputy -nn ounce that he was going to deploy 
the TASER on the suspect, and a “drive stun” was initiated. He said the TASER had 
no effect, as the suspect continued to struggle. Deputy Gonzalez said that the suspect 
finally gave up, due to the arrival of additional deputies. 


Deputy Gonzalez said he saw blood on the suspect's face, prior to having any contact 
with deputies. He said he does not know how the suspect sustained the facial 
fracture, but he reiterated that he did strike the suspect's face with his fist. Deputy 
Gonzalez said that he did not utilize his ASP tactical baton or Oleoresin Capsicum 
spray due to the close proximity of the other deputies.

Deputy Eugene Boese cs interviewed on September 14, 2009, at 1040 
hours, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores and Eric Strong. Deputy 
Boese was represented by Attorney Mitch Kander of the Law Offices of Green and 
Shinee. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Boese said he authored a Supplemental Report documenting the event and his 
actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of the 
incident. 


Deputy Boese said he was on a containment position when he heard shouts coming 
from North Dwight Avenue. He said he responded, and saw Deputies Gonzalez 
and Belville involved in a struggle with Suspect Rodriguez. Deputy Boese said he saw 
the suspect kicking and swinging his fists. 


Deputy Boese said he responded and punched the suspect twice on the left side of his 
face. He said the suspect was handcuffed shortly afterward. Deputy Boese said he 
did not know until later that the suspect had been restrained with a Hobble restraint. 
He said that during the incident he heard the TASER, but did not see when it was 
used. Deputy Boese said that the suspect might have sustained the facial fracture 
when he punched him in the face. He said he did not utilize his baton or Oleoresin 
Capsicum spray due to the close proximity of the other deputies.

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Deputy EE saic he authored a Supplemental Report documenting the event and 
his actions (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account of 
the incident. 


Deputy EEE said that while on containment, he saw the suspect fall off of a roof 
and into the back yard offfNorth Dwight Avenue. He said he responded to that 
location and saw the suspect attempting to strike Deputy Belville. Deputy 

said he saw Deputy Belville take the suspect down to the ground, at which point a fight 
ensued. 


Deputy EEE said he saw Deputy Belville and Deputy Gonzalez strike the suspect 
in the face and upper torso, utilizing their fists. He said the force had little effect, as 
the suspect continued to fight. Deputy ME aid he saw Deputy Ase a 
TASER to “drive stun” the suspect on the upper torso, but this too had very little effect. 
Deputy Es aid the suspect continued kicking and swinging his fists. He said he 
placed the Hobble restraint around the suspect’s ankles, which caused the suspect to 
quit kicking. He said the deputies were then able to handcuff the suspect, without 
further incident. 


Deputy EEE saia the suspect might have sustained the facial fracture when he 
was punched by the deputies.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect Rodriguez was interviewed by the Compton Station Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Henry Saucedo, and Field Sergeant Michael Octave, shortly after his arrest. 
The interview was conducted at the scene, and was video recorded. 


Suspect Rodriguez said he was picking up oranges from an abandoned home, when 
he was stopped and detained by deputies. Suspect Rodriguez said he ran from the 
deputies because he was afraid of being arrested and deported to Mexico. Suspect 
Rodriguez said he was in the United States illegally. 


Suspect Rodriguez said he did not fight with the deputies when they caught him. He 
said the deputies struck him with their fists and kicked him several times.

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DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Michael Luther, Deputy 4 


Deputy Luther has been assigned to the Aero Bureau for 10 years, as a helicopter 
pilot. He and his partner, Deputy Karen Dearborne, were on-duty on August 11, 2009 
(Unit Air 7). Deputy Luther was interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant Carlos Flores 
on Tuesday, August 18, 2009, at approximately 1044 hours. The interview was 
conducted at the Aero Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Luther said he heard a female deputy on the radio, stating that somebody had 
ran from her. He said he began flying the helicopter to the area and continued 
monitoring the radio. Upon their arrival they were advised of what had occurred and 
they began flying over the area, looking for the suspect. 


Deputy Luther said they observed the suspect running through back yards and 
climbing up on roofs. He said the suspect fell several times while running through the 
neighborhood. Deputy Luther said his partner was directing the deputies on the 
ground to take containment positions. He said the containment was constantly shifting 
due to the suspect's movements. Deputy Luther said that at no time did he see the 
ground deputies engaged in a foot pursuit of the suspect. 


Deputy Luther said the operation took approximately 45 minutes, and culminated when 
the ground deputies took the suspect into custody. He said he observed the suspect 
jump into a backyard where a deputy had taken a containment position. Deputy Luther 
said he observed the suspect confront the deputy, and the deputy took hold of him and 
took him down to the ground. 


Deputy Luther said it appeared that a struggle ensued between the deputy and the 
suspect, but due to the helicopter’s height and speed, he was unable to clearly see 
what was occurring. He said he saw additional deputies run into the backyard to 
assist, and eventually take the suspect into custody. 


IAB Note: Deputy Luther did not write a Supplemental Report regarding this 
incident and the helicopter was not equipped with a video 
recording device. 


Karen Dearborn, Deputy FY 


Deputy Dearborn has been assigned to the Aero Bureau, as an observer, for five 
years. She and her partner, Deputy Luther, were on duty on August 11, 2009 (Unit 
Air 7). Deputy Dearborn was interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant Carlos Flores on 
Tuesday, August 18, 2009, at approximately 1100 hours. The interview was 
conducted at the Aero Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. 
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Deputy Dearborn said they responded to the Compton Station area due to a request 
for backup. She said that upon their arrival they determined that a suspect had ran 
from deputies. Deputy Dearborn said that she saw the suspect running through 
several yards, and she began directing the deputies to containment positions. Deputy 
Dearborn said she did not see the ground deputies engaged in a foot pursuit of the 
suspect. 


Deputy Dearborn said the suspect climbed and ran on several roofs and yards. She 
said she saw the suspect fall several times prior to coming into contact with the 
deputies. Deputy Dearborn said the containment was constantly shifting due to the 
suspect's movements. 


Deputy Dearborn said the suspect eventually entered a yard where a deputy had taken 
a containment position. She said she saw the suspect struggle with the deputy when 
the deputy attempted to take him into custody. Deputy Dearborn said she saw several 
deputies enter the yard and assist the deputy. She said she was unable to see what 
type of force the deputies were using on the suspect. 


IAB Note: Deputy Dearborn did not write a Supplemental Report regarding 
this incident. 


Romeo Ingresso aa asi] 


Deputy Ingresso is assigned to the Department's Special Enforcement Bureau, Canine 
Services Detail. Deputy Ingresso responded to the location and assisted in searching 
for the suspect. He was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores 
on September 10, 2009, at 0840 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Ingresso authored a Supplemental Report detailing his actions and 
observations (Exhibit B). He said his report is a full, complete and accurate account 
of the incident. 


Deputy Ingresso said he responded to the location due to the call for assistance. He 
said that while on containment, he saw the suspect enter the rear yard of North 
Dwight Avenue. He said he saw Deputy Belville confront the suspect, at which point 
the suspect attempted to strike Deputy Belville. 


Deputy Ingresso said he quickly went to Deputy Belville’s aid. As he approached he 
saw that the suspect was swinging is fists wildly at Deputy Belville, while they were 
both on the ground. Deputy Ingresso said he saw Deputy Belville strike the suspect 
several times in the upper torso and face, utilizing his fists. 


Deputy Ingresso said he attempted to grab the suspect's upper torso in order to keep 
him down, but his rifle and sling began to slide off of his shoulder. He said that he 
immediately let loose of the suspect, in fear that the suspect would take hold of the 
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rifle. Deputy Ingresso said that other deputies immediately responded, and assisted 
Deputy Belville. Deputy Ingresso said he was uncertain as to the force that was 
utilized by the assisting deputies.

NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS:

She was interviewed by Compton Station Sergeant Michael Octave on 
August 11, 2007 at 0953 hours. The interview was video recorded. 


Wines si ic she heard a noise coming from the side of her house. She 
looked out and saw the suspect running into her back yard. vitn es M-a 


she became scared and ran to the rear of her house, into the bathroom. e said she 
looked out of the bathroom window, which faces her back yard, and saw several 
deputies struggling with the suspect. She said the deputies had “pinned” the suspect 
down on ground, but the suspect was moving his body. 


Witness E she saw the deputies attempting to arrest the suspect, but the 
suspect was resisting their efforts. She said she heard the deputies shouting 
commands to the suspect, but he was not cooperating. 


WAS SE she did not see the deputies kick the suspect, nor did she see 
them utilize any impact weapons.

None of the residents contacted witnessed the incident. 
SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 
Suspect Rodriguez was transported to Coast Plaza Hospital, located at 13100 
Studebaker Road, Norwalk. He was treated by Emergency Room Doctor Mahmoud 


Nemazee. 
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Suspect Rodriguez sustained a fracture of the left Zygomatic Arch (Cheek bone). He 

also sustained a Nasal fracture, as well as abrasions on his face, back and chest. 

Doctor Nemazee told Sergeant Octave that the suspect's injuries were consistent with 

the force reported by the involved deputies.

DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Belville sustained a swollen right hand and he complained of pain to his left 
knee. Deputy Belville was medically treated at US Healthworks in Carson. 


Deputy Gonzalez sustained a sprained right middle finger. He was medically treated at 
US Healthworks in Carson. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


No physical evidence was collected at the scene. However, photographs of the scene 
were taken and are included in this case book (Exhibit F). 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 

Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Flores and Strong responded to the scene several 
hours after the incident. The scene is a residential neighborhood, made up of 
single-family homes and duplexes. Several photographs of the scene were taken and 
are included in this case book (Exhibit F). Area and neighborhood maps are also 
included (Exhibit G).
